UNIDENTIFIED

All Victims but Nine of Late Dis-
aster Have Been Interred, as
Shown by Burial Permits,

NUMBER OF DEAD NOT CLEAR

Confusion Caused By Frantic Appeals
of People For Bedies of Bupposed
Victims Who Later Are Found
Alive and Well,

Chicago, Jun. 6.—DBodles of 568 vic
tms of the Iroquols theuter fire bave
been burled, according to the burial
permits isued by the health d!puli;wm
If the coroner’s figures, which show
that a total of 0656 persons lowt their
lives In the catastrophe, be correct,
lelr nine remaln unburied, Four of
these are unldentified.

The records of the victims of the
theater fire, both of the police and cor-
oner are s\ll Incomplete and do not
tolly. In both omces clerks are try-
ing to straijghien them out, after which
it will be posibe o check them up and
Investigule errors.

Many rushed to the pollce beadquar-
ters on the night following the fire and
repotted as dead or missing friends
or members of thelr families who af-
terwards were found unharmed, Others
were reported missing when in reality
they bhud be2en taken to hospitals. In
most casts where this mistake was
made, the pollee were not notified
when the person sought was found.
Thursday an official count of the dead
in the varlous morgues was made by
the police It was announced that 682
bodles had been found, To this total
have been added from time to time the
names of those who have died of In-
juries received in the fire until the po-
lice list reaches 691 and of these four
pbodles still remaln unclaimed. So far
s the pollce now know there are but
{wn persons still missing whose bod-
fes have not besn recovered nor are
among the unidentified dead,

‘Wentity*of one or more of the Indl-
vidunis, whose death th2 door caused.

It will not be suffielent to show that
the three steps leading out of the first
valcony to the main stalrway caused
over a score of persons to fall and die.
